MODERN FARM NEED MARKETS 


In recent years the effort to check the drift of population 


away from the farms has taken the form of making farm life 
more efficient and more attractive. Modern machinery, good 
roads, better schools, community welfare work, running water 
ip the house, automobiles .telephones, ne-wspointers and other 
modern conveniences have been tried and still the farm boy 
turns to the city to seek a career. 


A writer in the current World's Work remarks thaflt is 


possible the boy leaves the farm not despite these improve- 
ments but because of thorn. It is still an economic problem* 
In the old days, with fewer mechanical helps, it required 
more human power to run the farms and to produce the food 
and clothing essential to the nation. Today it is said that 
every time erne boy goes back to the land two others have got 
to go to town to make a market for the farm boy's products, 
because with all the new machinery the same number of 
workers can produce two or three times as -much as formerly. 
From this standpoint, then, the farmer may regard every man 
who goes to the city as changing from a competitor to a cus- 
tomer. 


This might seem plausible argument for taking away the 


farmer's conveniences and leaving him to the drudgery of 
former days, or for applauding the top-heaviness o*f the cities. 
To the far-sighted citizen it is a better argument for broad- 
ening out agricultural markets to include the whole world. 
The nation wishes first of all to be sure that it is producing 
all the food needed for its own population, but It will be an 
expensive proposition to the public. To improve methods of 
production, handling, marekting and shipping so that the 
American farmer can raise food below the price at which 
other nations could deliver it on our shores, and also so that 
he can ship it on a favorable competitive basis to other lands, 
is the better solution to present agricultural problems and a. 
truer check to the cityward shift of population.—Tulsa 
Tribune.
